Propaganda through Radio Nacional Madrid and a letter writing mechanism 

based in West Germany utilizing Latvian emigres and emigre groups, aimed 
at the people of Latvia.

This project covers the task as it relates to one Baltic country, Latvia. 

It should be noted that the use of emigre organizations for psywar purposes 
has been under study, and although not finally resolved the trend is toward 
de-emphasis of this past approach. In regard to the Spanish RMD, AEFLAG 
again covers the task insofar as that is possible through supporting broad- 
casts to one Soviet Republic.

The same target is reached through the mailing project of TPTONIC, 

This lO Division project only supplements pne part of AEFLAG, the mailing 
program, and differs from it in that the mail is attributed in the main to 
other than Latvian sources. Further, the lO project includes many countries 
and does not concentrate on the Latvian people with the individual attention 
given to it by AEFLAG. 


7 . Progress and development of the project during the last 12 months 

(include major changes in operating conditions or policies): 

The placement of a contract agent in the Latvian section of Radio Nacional 
Madrid has resulted in an improvement of the 15-minute daily broadcasts to 
Latvia and in better response to guidances on themes and substance. The 
creation and development of the mailing project from West Germany made 
exploitation of the translated UN Report on Hungary, possible on a more 
thorough scale. The Djilks book is also being translated in headquarters 
and will receive substantial distribution in Latvia shortly. The mailing 
list now contains names in the four figures. 
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8c Additional Comments: 

The Institute of Latvian Culture (ILC), the cove^ organization created 
and controlled by us, is maintained as an organization of the FI project 
AEMARSH in West Germany. It is organized in such a fashion that control 
is exercised through individuals (contract agents) and therefore avoids 
the problems of organizational control and emigre politics. Guidance of 
the radio program is effectively exercised through direct contact of the 
headquarters case officer with the Principal Agent (an executive officer 
of the ILC) and on the spot direction by a staff agent (in project QUICKLIME) 
who is editor-in-chief of the East European Section of Radio Nacional. The 
mailing project, started in December 1956 - January 1957, includes 
individual letters written by Latvians as well as books and pamphlets of 
particular relevance to the Latvian people^ In March 1957 ICD stated that 
the program should continue and that ICD would make a study to see by 
what means both the program and technical effectiveness of Radio Nacional 
might be improved (for FY 1959). Although small in volume, response to 
the radio program and monitoring of that program provide some evidence 
as to its effectiveness. The content of the programs is sensitive to 
current world wide ne^SgO^ Latvian situation.
